Russia Aims Blow 
At Mideast Doctrine 


U.S. officials are correct in assess~ 
ing the motives of the Russians in their 

new Middle East proposals as mainly 
' ‘propaganda. Delivered to the three West- 
ern powers yesterday, they call for a 
hands-off policy by the Big Four while 
sanctioning economic aid and negotia- 
tions of problems. 

It is aimed specifically at the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine. 

In effect, the proposals would return 
the troubled area to the status quo which 
existed before the recent crisis erupted. 
They would leave Israel at the mercy of 
the Arabs and President Nasser free to 
pursue his goal of an Arab alliance di- 
rect@éd at eventual seizure of Western as- 
sets, including the tremendous oil re- 
serves which Russia covets. 

If accepted, the proposals would make 
Nasser—almost a Russian puppet—virtual 
dictator of the Middle East. They would 
give him absolute control of Suez, key to 
control of oil. Withdrawal of the United 
States from its bases in the area would 
make the region totally vulnerable to 
Communist military power. 

Meanwhile, the United States has 
come forward with a plan to break the 
total deadlock between Israel and Egypt, 
especially regarding the Gulf of Aqaba. 
This Israeli lifeline has been blockaded for 
years by Egypt and this country now 
would assure free passage by our own 
naval units, if necessary. 

That leaves the problem of the Gaza 
strip, from which Egypt has conducted 
guerrilla raids on Israeli territory since 
1946. Israel refuses to evacuate the strip 
until there are definite guarantees by the 
U.N. and Egypt that these raids will not 
be resumed. 

The deceptive Russian proposals offer 
no real or permanent solution to the Mid- 
dle East crisis other than to make it easier 
for Moscow to dominate the area by 
eliminating U.S.. power. They would 


~ strengthens Nasser’s hand, reinstate the un- 


declared state of war between Israel and 
Egypt and defeat the purpose of the 
‘Eisenhower Doctrine. 

Through the United Nations and the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, the United States 
has a chance of salvaging peace and re- 
storing some sort of power balance in the 
area. The Russian proposals are designed 
-to defeat those very ends.

It of- 
fers a way for the American people to 
have a part, great or small, in the con- 
tinuing demands for assistance to those 
upon whom .disaster.and misfortune have 
visited calamities.

‘in school financing in years Monday in 


asuming responsibility for the Minimum 
Foundation Program in all its phases on 


-a current basis. 


The action, of course, removes objec- 
tions to repealing the “chargeback” 
freeze on local participation in financing. 


The move should bring about a re- 
appraisal of the entire system of meet- 
ing school costs, looking toward a more 
equitable reapportionment of the load. 
This in turn will lead to a more realistic 
approach to total school needs—tHe only 
way the state will be able to meet the 
stupendous challenges in education in the 
next few years. 


During the past 10 years, the state has 
assumed more and more of the total bur- 
den of school financing—moving from 55 
per cent in 1946 to 76 per cent last year. 
While the state can and should do more 
in equalization and otherwise, it should 
not attempt to take over the whole burden 
from local communities. 

It will require the efforts of every- 
body—state, local, national—to meet the 
total need. It is encouraging that the 
State Board of Education and the State 
Department of Education are moving to- 
ward a more realistic concept of how it 
can be done. 

The state is trying to do all it can. 
Let local communities do likewise.

Atlantan Says That Balance Betiween Science 
And Humanities in Education Setup Is Vital 


Atlanta—I am writing to suggest 
an aspect of the current education 
question which I have not seen 
mentioned and which you might 
note. 


I realize as fully as anyone the 
great need for scientists in our land 
today. Confronted as we are with 
the Soviet Union, it is the price 
of survival. But I believe the price 
may be too great if care and wis- 
dom are not exercised.’ One fear 
voiced today is the apprehensive 
dread that we are spinning away 
at a tremendous rate of speed with 
little or no idea of where we are 
bound. This is a just fear and sci- 
ence cannot assuage it. 


I believe that we should provide 
our children with the means to at- 
tempt to find an answer to this 
question. In order to do so we need 
to stress in secondary schools phi- 
losophy and the truths of human 
experience as recorded by the 
great writers of our language. 


Literature is taught today with 
little emphasis on its moral teach- 
ings. This is sad, for in this man- 
ner the entire effort of the author 
is wasted. 

A great author is read and stud- 
ied for centuries because he has 
something true to say about our 
lives and experiences as human 
beings, about our duties and the 
values of the human spirit. 

If our young people are to find 
the answers they must ask the 
questions and we must provide 
them with the tools with which 
they’can intelligently erect the new 
world which science offers us. 

To paraphrase Plato, let me say 
that the world will have peace 
when physicists are philosophers.

Christ’s parable of the talents, 
recorded in Matthew 25:14-30, il- 
lustrates the diversity of abilities 
with which men are endowed. 
Christ told of three servants who 
were given money according to 


_ their individual ability to use the 


money profitably. One received 
five talents. (A talent was valued 
at about $32,000). The second serv- 
ant received two talents and the 
third one talent. While their master 
was away, the first aud second 
servants used their money wisely 
and doubled their sums. But the 
one-talent man, who had what 
we'd cali an inferiority complex, 
fearfully hid his money in the 
ground. 

The parable emphasizes trustee- 
ship and suggests that a man who 
is endowed with one talent is just 
as responsible to use his ability 
wisely as the man who had five 
talents. The whole story centers on 
the one-talent man who did not 
even use the skills he had. 

We are all greatly indebted to 
men of rare ability. Thank God 
for them, for they are our leaders 
in thought and action. That nation,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (#—Al 
Boerner of Dallas is a Texan with 
a big idea. He wants to solve the 
Southwestern drought problem 
with water brought from the 
Great Lakes im giant aqueducts. 

This would cost, he estimated 
at a news conference today, six 
to eight billion dollars, but that 
didn’t discourage him.

The bill added the additional 
spending authority to the so-called 
contingent section of the 1956 
Appropriation Act. The governor 
is authorized to spend funds un- 
der this section only if revenue is 
high enough to make it possible.

The regular section of the 
present budget, amounting to 
about $284,900,000, gets first call 
on all revenue. That section is 
now being financed in full. 

Under the House-passed meas- 
ure, the contingent section of the 
appropriation act would total $77,- 
900,000. Sore $55,500,000 in con- 
tingent funds were approved by 
the Legislature last year. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin so far has 
allocated about $15,000,000 in con- 
tingent money during the current 
fiscal year, making total state 
spending about $300,000,000. State 
officials predict income will reach 
about $307,000,000 by June 30.
